The farm, formerly known as the Shaw- 
sheen Dairy farm, is fully equipped with 37 
head of cattle and some young stock. The 
buildings include a large modern house, an 
immense cattle barn, capable of housing 75 
cattle, ice houses, wagon sheds and many 
needed out-buildings. They were constructed 
some years ago by the late William M. Wood 
as part of the Shawsheen village develop- 
ment

with which to carry on the spring operations 
of the church. The house has been partially 
renovated recently and is all ready for the 
first six residents. Repair work is still going 
on

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District Attorney in 
Service Club Talk

Service club last night. It was voted to send 
out a circular letter to the townspeople ask- 
ing for contributions.

The speaker of the evening was District 
Attorney Hugh Cregg, who gave an interest 
ing talk on crime. He stated that a very im-| 
portant advance has been made in preventing 
crime by clearing the dockets. All the state 
district attorneys, he said, seem to feel that 
cleared dockets are advantageous. 

He declared that most of the suggestions 
for combatting crime applied to crimes after | 
they were committed. Something should be | 
done about the cause, he told his listeners. 

People are beginning to think more and 
more about the crime problem, he stated, 
because the depression has impressed upon 
them the fact that crime costs money. The | 


cost in the United States, he said, is 13 billion | A.P.C. Mother-Daughter Banquet, 6.30 


dollars. ‘We'll stop crime,” he asserted, | 
“when you and I become conscious of our | 
civic duty.” He stated that the public was 
responsible for the printing of gangster 
stories in magazines and the filming of 
racketeer movies, because the public demand 
for these types was great. 

“What we need is a little more of the old- 
time fireplace where we talk about the things | 
we used to, where we can convince the | 
younger generation that there is something in } 
life other than the almighty dollar,” the dis- 
trict attorney asserted. Today, he said, we 
have our children in the frame of mind where 
if they can’t get money legally, they get it 
with a gun. 

A prosecutor's job is two-fold: (1) to find 
the truth, and (2) to put the truth across to 
the jury. He must find, he said, if there is 
something tn a fellow that can be salvaged. 
No official takes pleasure in sending anyone 
to an institution, he declared, because once in 
an institution, he goes from bad to worse. 
The nice part of the work, he declared, is 
where you can help the accidental criminal 
and put him back in the right direction.

This week one of our readers loaned 
us a copy of an old magazine called “The 
Boston Common” in which under the above 
heading there was contained a description of 
‘*How stand-pat influences are seeking, 
ostrich wise, to keep progressive literature 
out—a typical instance in Andover.” 

It seems that someone had offered the 
library a subscription to “The Boston Com 
mon,” which evidently was at the time a 
rather radical magazine advocating such then 
unheardof things as minimum wages and a 
reduction of hours—the shadow that com 
ing events cast before. But the trustees did 
not want such a magazine on their shelves, 
much to the disgust of the editor. One of the 
trustees stated that ‘as far as he was con- 


cerned, the fact that Louis D. Brandeis is |
